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Villages take sides in land battle

An informaiional public hearing by 
the Norihcaslcrn Illinois Planning 
Commission (NIPC) rcsullcd in the balllc 
lines being drawn as two of the four 
pciilioncrs gave their support to cither the 
Lake County Public Works Department 
or the North Shore Sanitary DisiricL 

The Level 1 hearing, called to take 
sworn oral and written testimony from 
four overlapping requests for changes to 
the commission's planning document, 
resulted in Antioch testifying that the 
Lake County growth and sewer plan is 
best, white the Lindcnhurst Sanitary 
District chose to support the North Shore 



Sanitary District because it will allow the 
village to continue in-iis plans to expand 
its sewer facility by the year 2000. 

NIPC Vice-President for Water 
Resources Alan Cornuc, who was 
appointed hearing chairman for the Level 
1 hearing held at the College of Lake 
County, said the NIPC panel would take 
the sworn testimony into account before 
rendering its recommendation to the full 
NIPC board on June 2. A final decision 
on whose plan will win the sewer battle 
debate will occur on June 17 at noon in 
Chicago. 

What is at stake here is the 
municipality that controls the sewer 
service to the undeveloped land cast of 



Antioch, controls the development of that 
area and receives its portion of the money 
collected from the additional users added to 
the system once operational. 

Antioch Mayor Marilyn Shincflug 
told the panel that her village board 
supports the Lake County proposal 
because "the North Shore Sanitary 
Distfict's plan severely damages the hard 
work of 20 years of rational 
development." 

"Their plan would, cause all of that 

planning lo go right down the drain," said 

Shincflug.

The statistics are frightening: One 
in six Americans will develop skin 
cancer during their lifetime. 

"A disproportionate amount of sun 
damage that adults have occurs during 
childhood," said Boyer. "1-ighty percent 
of skin damage Is sun damage." 

The deadliest form of cancer, 
malignant melanoma, is the most 
frequent cancer of women in the 25 to 
29 age group, and second only to breast 
cancer for women 30 to 34. 

"Sun damage is cumulative," Boyer 
said. "When you're out in the sun the 
damage stays and every time you go out 
damage is added." 

Boyer has many tips for reducing 
the chances of sun damage and 
suggestions on how to use self-tanners

for maximum benefit. 

"Part of looking young and 
beautiful is taking care of your body," 
slie said. 

The most important rule for skin 
safety is to ALWAYS use a sunscreen 
with a minimum 15 SPF (sun 
protection factor). 

What the numbers moan: 
protection is 15 times what the "pink 
point" is. If you begin to turn pink after 



10 minutes in tlie sun, a sunscreen with 
a protection factor of 15 will let you stay 
in tlie sun for 150 minutes. 

When applying sunscreen don't 
forget the nose and, with short hair, the 
tips of the cars. Lips are a very common 
site for skin cancer. Lipstick will 
provide some protection but a 
sunscreen is better. 

Some moisturizers and foundations 
contain a sunscreen but they arc 
usually not waterproof. Those active in 
outdoor sports should use a waterproof 
sunscreen that will not come off with 
perspiration. 

Other tips include: 

• Minimi/.c sun exposure between 
the hours of 10 a.m. and 3 p.m. when 
the rays are strongest. 

• Schedule activities earlier or later 
in the day -- a tennis game early in the 
morning when it's cooler. 

• Keep infants out of the sun; their 
skin is so much more delicate. At six 
months of age babies can have 
moderate sun exposure, but only with 
the use of a sunscreen especially made 
for infant skin. 

Use self-tanners to give tlio look of a 
suntan. "The self-tanners arc so much 
better than they were a few years ago," 
said Boyer. "Some of them even have a 
sun protection factor. Head tlie label. 
With many of the products, you can 
also use a sunscreen under the self- 
tanner." 

To get the most natural-looking 
"tan", here are some rules: 

• txfoliato the skin before you apply 
the cream or lotion. Wash a pat dry. 

• On tlie face, begin at the forehead 
and work down. Include the ears but 
avoid the eyebrows where the color can 
get too dark. 

• For an even full body "tan" use a 
moisturizer on elbows and knees and 
wait until it is absorbed before applying 
the tanner. The products tend to stain 
more wlicre the skin is dry. 

• Always read the label. 
"The amount of color is

with a SPF of 15 when 



determined by how thick you put It on 
but how often," said Boyer. "It takes two 
to three hours for the color to appear." 

The color fades in a few days, so 
uneven application is not a permanent 
mistake. An even "tan" takes practice. 

Tanners arc now made for different 
skin types and shades - dry, oily, fair, 
sensitive. Price is not always an 



indicator of how well the product 
works. 

"People should just try the products 
until they find one that gives them the 
desired effect," Boyer said. 

"The greatest amount of skin cancer 
is preventable," she said, "there's no 
reason for people not to take charge of 
their lives."

Many schools were also connected by 
computer to the LCBlEC's main 
computer and were able to make contact 
with other schools participating in the 
program. 

During the misision, thq students 

conduct real-life cxperimenis and had llieir 

vital signs monitored, as would real 

astronauts in a real NASA Space Shuttle 

. mission. 

Mission length varied between 8 and 
24 hours per mission, with some schools 
having more than one mission during 
their one or two day event on May 4-6. 

The program, according, to Grass Lake 
science teacher Ted Galvin, is designed to 
help bolster student interest in science- 
related courses. 

"I ihink.it is a great program," said 
Galvin. "We have learned so much about 
our students since bcgining our shuttle 
launches last year."

Abbott tells expansion plan to Antioch board

Attendance was very light at the Abbott 
Laboratories presentation at the Antioch 
Village Hall. Dale Johnson, Director of 
state government affairs at Abbott 
discussed the long tcnn development of 
the Old Mill Greek site. 

The site will encompass Route 173 on 
the north, Route 45 on the west, 
Crawford Road on the cast, and Kelly 
Road to the south. This particular site 
was chosen from several alternatives.

According to Johnson, Abbott already 
owned property in North and South 
Carolina, but they had settled on two 



sites, cither the Old Mill Creek location 
or a site in Wisconsin. 

"To tell you the truth, we were farther 
along on the Wisconsin site" Johnson 
admitted. However, "Bob Depke, county 
board chairman and Governor Jim Edgar 
came to us and asked what was wrong 
with the Illinois site. 'How can we 
help?'" reported Johnson. 

According to Johnson, Abbott told 
officials, "We have an acceptable site but 
were quite concerned with the 
infrastructure. We were concerned about 
that and we were also concerned about a 
lack of access." 

In September, Abbott agreed to the 
Illinois site in exchange for an 
approximately $30 million package. 
Part of this package will include the 
rcpaving of Route 173 and a new 
intersection at the comer of Route 173 
and 45. 

Currently, there are five homes on the 
property not occupied by the owners. The 
lake and conservation zone will be 
preserved. 



"We v/Ul be a reasonable steward of the 
property" Johnson said of AbboiL Both 
tree inventories and extinct species 
inventories have already been done. No 
public access is planned for the natural 
resource area. "Our goal is simply to 
preserve it" explained Johnson. 

The property is approximately 1,000 
acres or twice the size of Abbott Park. A 
300-foot landscape barrier to the road is 
planned. The site will have an internally 
serviced ring road. The main entrance is 
planned off Route 173. There will be 
limited access to die plant because of 

security considerations. 



It is anticipated that when completed, 
this site wilJ employ a total of 10,000 
people. Johnson indicated this is a long 
term, 25-ycar, build out plan. According 
to the development plans, the site will 
include manufacturing, research and 
development, warehouse, and office space. 

Abbott intends to use the site for light 
manufacturing. "This will not be like our 
North Chicago facilities" assured 
Johnson. 

When asked about waste water disposal, 
Johnson told the audience that there would 
be "Less strong waste than residential 
waste, from a treatment point of view."

Tax cap working well Letters to the Editor 



Rate of real estate tax 
increases stemmed 
dramatically by 
statutory ceiling in effect 
for Lake County and 
neighboring collar 
counties. 

Governmental officials in Lake County 
grumbling about the effects of the tax cap 
aren't likely to get much sympathy from 
beleaguered taxpayers who are toting up 
the impact of public spending on real 
estate tax bills received last week. 

The fact is that the tax cap, provided by 
the General Assembly for residents of the 
collar counties is doing what it was 
intended to do: reign in public spending. 
Gov. Edgar likes the way the cap has 
worked and wants to extend the lunitadon 
statewide. The Republican dominated 
Illinois Senate is working on a proposal 
to extend caps to suburban areas of Cook 
County. 

Lake County administrator Dwight 
Magalis has lamented publicly that the 
cap has taken the county out of the bond 



business. So be it, Government still 
can take spendmg proposals to the public 
in the form of a referendum under tax cap 
law. We like that feature. The proposed 
new justice facility in Waukegan carrying 
a price tag in the neighborhood of $35 
million likely will be put before the 
voters sometime in the future in the form 
of a referendum because of the tax cap. 

County Treasurer Jack "Red" Anderson 
said the tax cap has stemmed the string of 
double digit increases going back into the 
80's. This year's county-wide increase is 
6.15 percent as compared to a range of 
13.4 percent in 1987 to 14.6 in 1990, the 
last year before the cap which is five 
percent or the rale of inflation of 3.19 as 
is the factor for 1992 taxes now being 
paid. 

Anderson reported that Lake County 
taxpayers in general are accepting the 
moderate increases which* makes the work 
of his office a lot easier. Only properties 
showing big increases are those where 
there has been a reassessment 

So the tax cap is working. The cap 
should prove to be a feather in Gov. 
Edgar's cap.

Thought for President: It's the economy, stupid

With the McNeil-Lehrer News Hour 
giving the entire 60 minute program to a 
discussion of the Bosnian-Serbian situa- 
tion on May 6, it is evident that President 
Clinton has more foreign policy business 
on his agenda than he expected to have. 
And the necessary time and ability to deal 
with our own pressing problems here at 
home is just not available. "What cruel 
tricks fate can play on us sometimes," 
perhaps he is thinking. 

However, there are solutions out 
there — put forward by several qualified in- 
dividuals which could be considered, de- 
bated, and perhaps resolved by Congress, 
if its members would lake the time to no- 
tice that the counu-y-wide cry of ."CUT 
SPENDING" is imperative; that if the 
deficit is not brought under control forth- 
with, our entire economic and social 
structure will be demolished as we have 
seen happen in other times and places. 

In the first week of March 1993 Sena- 
tor Hank Brown (R-Colo.) presented to 
■president Clinton a plan that would "cut 
the deficit by $679 billion over the next 
five years. ..by cutting spending and not 
raising taxes." 

J. Peter Grace was asked by President 
Reagan to chair the "President's Private 
Sector Survey on Cost Control". This 
survey came to be known as the Grace 
Commission and came up with a plan to 
cut over $424 billion of wasteful spend- 
ing over three years. 

After the Grace Commission finished 
its work, Mr, Grace established a private, 
non-profit organization known as Citizens 



Against Government Waste. He is going 
ahead with publicizmg his plan and doing 
his best to avoid an economic catastrophe

for every American citizen — that means 
you and me, all of us. 

It means that if we do not bring our 
deficit under control and start to eliminate 
it, the United States will go bankrupt, and 
everyone's savings will be wiped out. 
That means YOU will be broke. 



It is not as if we had not been warned 
many times by many people. As far back 
as 1987 James Buchanan, professor at 
George Mason University and winner of 
the Nobel Prize for Economics and author 
of many books related to that subject said: 

"The responsibility to pay the price 
, for borrowing is recognized by both the 
individual and his potendal creditors. And 
the corporation knows it must put bor- 
rowed funds to productive use in order to 
survive in a competitive economy. But 
there is no such burden of responsibility 
when it comes to the national debt... It is 




surely singular, if not bizarre, that along- 
side our concern for environmental pollu- 
tion we observe an historically unique 
record of fiscal profligacy.. .There are 
moral and ethical problems with govern- 
ment deficit financing that simply are not 
present with the private counterpart." 

Mr. Grace says that Congressmen and 
Senators understand only one thing — get- 
ting reelected, and that we must unite to 
make our legislators do our bidding. 

Theoretically we are their bosses, and 
we have seen instances in the past when 
we hiave made our wishes felt and have ac- 
tually put a stop to legislation ahready in 
place. 

Of course we are concern about Soma- 
lia, Bosnia, Serbia, not to mention the 
Sudan and many other unfortunate situa- 
tions on our planet that are waiting in the 
wings. But are they as much a responsi- 
bility of ours as is our own future and the 
future of our children? 

As the old Scotch saying goes, "If 
each before his own door swept, the city 
would be clean." 

If we don't get our own house in or- 
der, we will not be able to help anyone 
ever again. So let's write and call and let 
our representatives in Washington know, 
not just once, but once a week what we 
want them to do: CUT THE DEFICIT, 
BALANCE THE BUDGET AND SHOW 
SOME RESPONSIBLE BEHAVIOR.

This official document describes the 
laud in question to be developed as "estate 
residential/ consisting of single family 
dwellings preserving a semi-rural charac- 
ter. The property in the proposal is identi- 
fied in Subarea Dist 3 in the comprehen- 
sive plan and is to be developed at a lower 
density than the Wineberry and Carnage 
Hill Subdivisions (described in the com- 
prehensive plan as "standard single family 
homes"). 

Both of these subdivisions have a den- 
sity of 1.46 dwelling units per gross acre. 
The Cambridge Homes plan calls for 69 
homes on 40.7 acres, thus a density of 
1.70 dwelling units per gross acre. This is 
simply not in conformance with the Offi- 
cial Village Comprehensive Plan.

The editorial gave us a 
glimpse of the vast diversity of plant, an- 
imal and bird life presenUy existing in the 
rain f oresL It hinted at the wealth of mira- 
cle drugs still und^coveted which may be 
lost forever if present destruction is al- 
lowed to continue. 

In the Persian Gulf war, industrial na- 
tions of the world anted up $60 billion to 
protect our oil interests. Tliis does not in- 
clude the damage and cost to Iraq, or the 
cost of the environmental damage done by 
the burning oil fields. It is reasonable to 
believe that $100 billion was wasted, not 
including the loss of both human and 
wildlife. 

The same 5100 billion could have 
purchased for preservation three billion 
acres of the Rain Forest, which will ulti- 
mately be valued higher than the oil that 
united friend and foe in the Gulf war.

Success with some of 
nature's most spectacular 
but demanding flowering 
shrubs and trees is often as 
simple as "fixing" the soil 
to meet their needs. 

Botanical superstars 
such as the azalea and 
rhododendron arc among 
the plants that flourish 
when planted in a shel- 
tered area and in soil that 
is loose, moist, organi- 
cally-rich, and wiAin a pH 
range of 4.0 to 5.0 (acidic). 

The dilemma facing 
many Lake County gar- 
deners is how to prepare 
the soil for aeid-Ioving 



plants. Native soli often 
has too much clay, too 
much sand, or is out of kil- 
ter pH-wise. 

You can "build" your 
soli from the ground down 
by amending it with a rich, 
organic material. Back- 
yard compost is becoming 
more prevalent as com- 
posting methods are bet- 
ter understood and prac- 
ticed. Another choice, es- 
pecially in rural areas, is 
well-rotted manure. 

However, the most 
universal option is Cana-

Tips for a beautiful lawn 



Mowing actually en- 
courages your lawn to 
grow horizontally and 
spread into a thick carpet 
that can choke out weeds. 
It's most beneficial to ob- 
serve the one-third rule 
and mow frequently 
enough to clip only one- 
third of the grass blade. 
Why? Because removing 
more than one-third of 
the grass blade can care a 
shallow root system. A 
deeper root system is 
desirable because it allows 



your lawn to find water 
and soil nutrients more 
easily, especially in hot 
weather. 

Mowing with a sharp 
blade set at a high cutting 
height is another way to 

help your lawn develop a 
deeper root system. Re- 
member it's not how low 

you cut the grass, but how 
even you mow it that gives 
your lawn that smooth 
carpet-like look and feel. 
The actual cutting height 



depends on the variety of 
grass in your lawn. 

If always mowed in the 
same pattern, grass can 
develop a lean that results 
in skipped spots and an 

uneven cut. It's best to 
change directions every 
time you mow and over- 
lap each swath by about 4- 
inches to ensure a smooth 

cut. Turn your mower on 
sidewalks and driveways 
when you can to help pre- 
vent scuffing the turf.

The payoff to the gar- 
dener is that sphagnum 
peat moss keeps the soil 
amply loose, while the 
root structure of a new 
plant establishes itself. 
This is especially Impor- 
tant with azaleas and 
rhododendrons because 
of their fibrous root sys- 
tem. 



Once you've amended 
the soil properly, you can 
plant your azaleas and 
rhododendrons. Keep in 
mind that while they are 
the best known acid-lov- 
ing plants, there are many 
other trees, shrubs and 
perennials you could 
grown. A few include: 

Erica arborea (Tree 
Heath and other heaths 



ond heathers), Magnolia x 
soulangiana (Saucer Mag- 
nolia), Cornus kousa 
(Kousa Dogwood), Ame-" 
lanchier canadensis 
(Serviceberry) Chamaecy- 
parls obtusa (Hlnokl False 
Cypress), Priumula vul- 
garis (Primrose), Lilium 
speciosum rubrum (Lily), 
and Luplnus Hybird 
(Lupine). 



Tips for shady gardens 



Gardens made in the 
shade take less water and 
weeding and are more 
pleasant to work in. Here 
are some ways to enjoy 
shady gardening: 

•Study the shade pat- 
terns. Make mental or 
written notes of what is in 
shadow or sunlight, 
morning, noon, and af- 
ternoon at different sea- 
sons. 

•Consider the soil. If 
the shade comes from 
buildings, the soil there 
may be fill dirt left from 
construction with very lit- 
tle remaining topsoll. If 
the shade comes from 
trees and shrubs, their 
roots will compete with 
the grasses, ground covers 
or flowers for nutrients 
and moisture.. 



If drainage Is poor, 
plants growing in shade 
can be more prone to root 
rot and other disease 
problems. 

But all of these prob- 
lems are easily solved by 
enriching and improving 
the soil with organic mat- 
ter. 

Gardening experts state 
that Canadian Sphagnum 
peat moss is one of the 
best soil conditioners. Use 
a three-part mix of good 
garden soil, Canadian 
peat moss, and either 
builders' sand, vcrmi- 
culite, or perlite. This 
immediately eliminates 
poor soil or drainage and 
root competition. 

•Choose the right 
plants. Uedbud trees, 



flowering dogwood, 
Japanese maple, buckeye 
and evergreen hemlock 
all thrive in light to 
medium shade. 

Ground covers such as 
ajuga. Bishops hat, eu- 
onymus or wintercreeper, 
blue fescue, wild straw- 
berry, wintergreen, sweet 
woodruff, ivy, pachysan- 
dra and vinca do best in 
shade. 

Annual colcus, bego- 
nias, browallla, godetlas, 
impatiens, torenias and 
pansies prefer shade. 
Among the perennial, 
choose columbine, 
astilbc, bleeding heart, 
hostas, daylilies. Iris, fox- 
gloves, primroses and vio- 
las.

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If you could erect a 
hedge as quickly as a • 
fence, then there would 
probably be little call for 
the latter. 

A well-groomed hedge 
can be a real feature In the 
garden and much easier 
to maintain— apart from 
the occasional clipping, 
you can leave them to 
their own devices. 

Unfortunately, they 
can take a long time to 
establish and ther seems 
to be a king of "sod's law" 
for gardeners that says the 
nicer the variety, the 
harder it is to grow. 

' However, if you are fed 
up with rebuilding the 
panels after a strong wind 
or digging out rotten fence 
posts, the idea of a hedge 
may be appealing, either 
as a boundary or a garden 
feature. 

And now is the time to 



start Apart from latitude, 
you also need to consider 
site, soil, cost and how 
much clipping and cBie is 
required for your chosen 
hedge variety. 

If the hedge is also go- 
ing to be a boundary, you 
may be particiilarly keen 
to have something taU 
and sturdy, or even one 
which is prickly enough to 
deter intruders or keep 
animals on or off your 
land. 

Prepare the site care- 
fully—it's for life— and al- 
low at least two feet of 
growing space v^thin your 
boundary. 

Double-dig the site 
and add plenty of well- 
rotted organic compost to 
ensure a strong and long- 
lived hedge. 

Conifers are by far the 
most popular type be- 
cause they are not only 



handsome but also fast 
growing, particularly in 
the case of the sturdy hy- 
brid Leyland Cypress. 
This can put on two feet a 
year and create a thick 
hedge within a few years. 

Unfortunately, while 
they are soaring skywards, 
they do not put down 
strong roots so they will 
need staking for the first 
two years. 

The Yew is more tradi- 
tional and takes longer to 
establish. It Is a handsome 
variety when grown as a 
tall hedge. You could also 
consider the following 
varieties: 

Box— slow growing 
and makes an excellent 
hedge. Great for trimming 
geometric gardens and 
borders, but it is expen- 
sive. 

Holly- Produces 



scented flowers and 
berries and Is Inexpensive 
and easy to grow. Looks 
bare and boring during 
the winter after shedding 
its leaves. 

Beech — Not the most 



inexpensive choice, but it 
is beautiful and can be 
trimmed to keep its leaves 
through the winter 
months. 

Honeysuckle — Certain 
varieties make cheap.

Spring is a time of great 
change, and even if your 
garden is in transition/you 
can make some major 
changes yourself by plant- 
ing evergreens. 

During the '80s housing 
boom, the evergreens were 
a boon to canny house 
builders who wanted to at- 
tract buyers with "finished" 
gardens. 

Evergreens are usually 
fast-growing and.tolerant of 
poor soil conditions, so 
they are well suited to the 
gardens of new homes 
where the topsoil has prob- 
ably been chumed up and 
badly compacted by build- 
ing work. 

Evergreens are also use- 
ful if you want to spruce up 
an existing garden which 
has been left to its own de- 
vices for too long. 

It's all very well feeling 
satisfied that you've cleared 
the weeds and tidied up, 
.but then you need to do 
something with it. 

Evergreens are ideal be- 
cause they need little care 
and attention after being 
planted— and now is the 
best time to plant. 

You won't find a short- 
age at the nurseries and 
garden centers, and most 
should have an explanatory 
note beside them, telling 
how tall they should grow 
and what conditions they 
like. 



It should be quite a 
revelation to people who 
think evergreens only come 
with needles. 

These trees actually 
have aJi kinds of foliage, 
and range from dwarf vari- 
edes and those ideal for 
hedging, right up to soaring 
types better suited to 
Siberia than your back gar- 
den. 

Look for container- 
grown or ball-rooted trees, 
because they establish well. 
Reject any with browning 
or damaged foliage or dis- 
turbed roots. 

Once chosen, take the 
tree home and water it 
thoroughly, keeping it 
moist if you are likely to de- 
lay planting. 

Dig a hole big enough to 
take the root ball to within 
an inch below soil level, 
and allow it to be sur- 
rounded with a four-inch 
tliick mix of topsoil and 
damp peat. 

Here are a few varieties 
to consider for various tasks 
in the garden: 

Leyland Cypress — one 

of the most popular. A hy- 
brid created by man, it is 
fast-growing, tough, versa- 
tile and attractive — green 
and gold varieties are avail- 
able. 

It is popular standing 
alone as its tall conical 
shape looks good right 



down to ground level, but is 
more commonly used for 
hedging because it grows 
fast and creates a dense fo- 
liage from low down. 

But do make sure you 
trim such a hedge ruth- 
lessly at least once a year, 
and try to keep it below 
seven feet tall or you will 
create a tough job for your- 
self next time. 

When clipping, trim 

from a wide base low down 
to a narrower top to create 
a healthy and dense foliage 
at all heights. 

Western Red Cedar^ 
also produces an attractive 
dense hedge and will put 
up with shade and problem 
soils except low-lying or 
badly-drained ones. 

Yew— a traditional fa- 
vorite and very attractive, 
but the high cost of buying 
the stock is not helping 
those who would like to re- 
vive the once common Yew 
hedge. 

False Cypress— a fa- 
vorite evergreen largely be- 
cause of its many compact 
varieties which fit so well 
into small gardens and 
other sites where space is at 
a premium. 

EUwood n — an excel- 
lent choice for tubs, and 
deserving greater popular- 
ity for its trick of "turning 
blue with the cold." During 
winter, the grey-green fo- 
liage turns Into a misty blue.

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Allergies are nothing to sneeze at 



For some of the 40 mil 
lion sufferers in the U.S., 
allergies may seem like an 
irritation but, according to 
some estimates, allergies 
and related asthma consti- 
tute one of the most serious 
and expensive medical 
complaints in the country. 

The National Institutes 
of Health estimates that 
about that about 15 million 
Americans suffer from 
asthma. According to the 
Journal of the American 
Medical Assn., the number 
of people affected and the 
severity of asthma attacks 
has been increasing for 
about the past 10 years, re- 
versing two decades of de- 
cline.

It's difficult to avoid 
either pollen or air pollu- 
tion outdoors, but many 
people are using whole- 
house air cleaners to re- 
move pollen, spores, dust 
and other microscopic irri- 
tants from indoor air. High- 
efficiency, whole-house air 
cleaners are installed on 
your home's heating and 
cooling system by a heating 
and air conditioning con- 
tractor, and they work with 
your system's fan to keep 
your entire house cleaner. 
" No one claims that an 
air cleaner will eliminate 
your allergy or asthma 
problems, but high-effi- 
ciency air cleaners can do a 
good job of reducing the 
amount of particles in your 
afr. 

Here are some consid- 
erations that can help you 
choose die right air cleaner 
for your home and lifestyle: 

• How often must the 
air cleaner be serviced? 
Some types of air cleaners 
must be serviced every 
month or so to maintain 
their efficiency. Some will 
clean your air for a year or 
more before the cleaning 
media is changed. 

If you are the kind of 
person who somedmes 
neglects routine household 
maintenance, look for an 
air cleaner that forgives if 
you forget. 

• Will the air cleaner 



catch microscopic dust as 
well as larger particles such 
as pollen and lint? A high- 
efficiency air cleaner 
should stop 99 percent or 
more of pollen, spores and 
similar particles. It should 
also be effective against the 
vast number of the micro - 
scopic particles that c£in 
cause irritadon. 

• Are you sensitive to 
ozone? Ozone in the upper 
atmosphere is good. In the 
air we breathe, it creates an 
odor that some people find 
irritating. It also can aggra- 
vate asthma and allergies in 
some cases. If you have a 
problem with ozone, look 
for an air cleaner that does 
not produce any.

Remember il»c good old days when a 
pre-fabricaicd home was a cheaply 
consU-uclcd building that most Americans 
would not consider their "drcaiii home." 

Today, however, many luxury homes 
have pre-fabricalcd construction built into 
them. The difference is in the quality and 
craflmanship of today's prc-fabricated 
home. 

By the way, the process still is less 
expensive than similar-sized homes built 
board by board. 

'The homes wc provide arc top quality 
houses using the very best materials," 
said Ralph Becker of Manufactured 
Luxury Buildings in Lake Forest, a 
company that sells factory-built modular 
and panclizcd homes to Lake County 
builders. 

What is truly amazing, according to 
Becker, is Ihc variety of homes one can 
purchase using the modular, factory-built 
process. 

"Wc put up a 3,250-square-foot, two- 
story (Colonial modular house in 
Ban-ington," said Becker. "The home was 
built in the factory in five sections, then 
assembled on the lot." 

The Lake Forest company can provide 



a modular, faclory-consu-ucicd home in a 
variety of price ranges and square-fool 
sizes. According to Becker, it truly is a 
custom house, without the custom 
pricemg. 

Becker claims the quality of the homes 
he provides arc belter than those of the 
working midcsman, who has to battle the 
clemcnls,on a daily basis. 

"The in-planl quality is a known 
factor," said Becker. "The quality for the 
in-plant worker is belter because of the 
quality control inside. The worker never 
gets mad al the weather, and everything is 
very square and perfect" 

Another advantage, according to 
Becker, is the cost. Although modular 
housing isn't cheap, as ils prc-fab 
prcdcscssors were, however it is 
affordable. The buyer of one of Becker's 
homes could save as much as 5 percent 
on the total cost of the projccL 

Finally, Becker adds, the process is 
faster than building a home from scratch. 
Most homes, according to Becker, are 
built in a mailer of days or weeks, instead 
of the months or years it takes lo build a 
luxury home from scratch. 

"You go to the builder and sit down 
and design the house you want," said 
Becker. "Then you get your financing. 
Once that's approved, wc get started on 



the assembly line. At that point, the 
foundation of the home is being layed and 
cured. After your drain tile is in and your 
foundation is backfilled, wc begin delivery 
of the home lo the site." Consu-uciion, 
according to Becker, lakes about three 



weeks to complete. 

In addition lo the building portion of 
the project, Becker's company also 
provides custom home building seminars, 
which show the bcncnis of modular 
construction.

Once restored, 
these unique autos can eas- 
ily range in price from hun- 
dreds of thousands of dol- 
lars, into the millions, said 
McCabe, who noted that 
since the car market changes 
so rapidly, it's hard to keep 
up with the worth of these 
vehicles. 

McCabe*s location is 
not easy to find, and "there's 
a reason for that," said the 
owner of the shop. Due to 
the fact that McCabe and . 
his employees have a spe- 
cialty service, he has no in- 
tention on having the ware- 
house in full-view. Instead, 
he relies on word-of-mouth 
from his satisfied customers 
to bring in more business. 

The restoration opera- 
tion has been in service 
since 1979 in Mundelein, 
although the average resi- 
dent usually isn't aware of 
it, said McCabe. His first 
shop was located in the 
same uidustrial park, across 
the street from his current 
office. . 

Many of McCabe's ac- 
counts include working on 
previously-owned celebrity 
cars, like the one-of-a-kind 
1954 America 375 Ferrari, 
that was custom-built for 
actress Ingrid Bergman. 
McCabe and his worters re- 
stored the car in 1985, to a 
showroom model, capable 
of earning trophies, after, it 
was sold to a car collector. 
At that time, it was the 
most valuable car that Mc- 
Cabe had the chance to re- 
furbished. Since then Mc- 
Cabe said that he has had 
the pleasure of working on 
many other unusual cars, 
with much higher price- 
tags, including a Japanese 
businessman's auto valued 
at $14 million. 

Other extraordinary 
sportcars restored by Mc- 
Cabe, include a 1954 375 
Millemiglia Ferrari, built 
for King Leopold of Bel- 
gium; and another for the 
king's daughter, Princess 
Dorethea, a 1954 375 Fer- 
rari with the first removable 
hard-top ever made.

albums with the group before setting his 
sights on a career in country in 1985.

"I chose country and western 
because I think it is music that people can 
relate to," said Paul. "I think it has 
become so popular because it goes along 
with the resurgence in the nation for 
family and traditional values. I think peo- 
ple want to look back on simpler times 
and country and western music reflects 
those values and lifestyles they are yearn- 
ing for," Paul also believes that country 
and western music is attracting more 
artists than ever before to perform it.

istics. 

As the construction 
manager tours the prop- 
erty, he explains the work 
being done and jots down 
any questions that the 
buyer may have. It is his 
responsibility to resolve 
any questions or concerns 
to the homeowner's satis- 
faction. If he is unable to 
do so immediately, he 
will investigate and relay 
information back to the 
customer. 

He also points out any 
repairs that the builder 
has made and explains 
why they are necessary. 



He highlights Items yet to 
be installed and quality 
features that a buyer may- 
be unaware of. 

The pre-drywall orien- 
tation proved informative 
for Tom and Lea Sty, who 
.were the first to purchase 
a Concord home. "This is 
our first single-family 
home," said Lea, adding ■ 
that the family currently 
owns a condominium in 
Pompano Beach, Fla. "So • 
understanding the con- 
struction procedures was 
very important to us." 

One of the details Lea 
noted was metal "protec- 
tion plates." These arc 
protective coverings made 
from sheet metal that are 
placed In front of all cop- 
per and PVC piping so 
nails or screw will not 
puncture the pipes. 

The construction 
manager also pointed out 
"busy walls" to the coupk. 
Located between the 
family room and laundry 
room, this'wall includes a 
great deal of wiring and 
piping. 

"He suggested we take 
pictures of this wall so if 
we ever have a problem, 
we won't have to tear 
down the whole wall.

The first stage is sim- 
ple L-shaped fence that 
can easily be constructed 
in a weekend. Made from 
readily-available Western 
softwood lumber, the 
fence is designed to serve 
as a privacy screen for your 
deck or patio, or use it to 
create a utility area in the 
comer of your yard. 

Next you might add a 
built-in workbench with 
storage shelves and bins 
along one wall and hooks 
and hangers to store gar- 
den tools along the other 
wall. To protect your out- 
door furniture and 
equipment from the rain 
and snow, you might add 



eaves or a simple shed 
roof. (Be siire to check lo- 
cal building codes for the 
proper pitch and snow 
load capacity).

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Spring is good time to 
make vour entrance 



Spring is a good time 
to consider redecorating 
your tiome's "first impres- 
sion." At one time "liall" 
was a four-letter word for 
the small space that in- 
troduced people to your 
home. Any advice about 
decorating halls also 
employed four-letter 
words: Words such as 
"clue" (halls were sup- 
posed to give a clue to the 
personality of a house) 
and "link" (halls were in- 
tended to link rooms that 
opened off them) and 
"aura" (color and pattern 
were most often used to 
make halls inviting). 

Our freed-up feeling 
about decorating today 
begins with entrance 
halls. Liberated from con- 
vention, halls have be- 
come enchanted places in 
which to make entrances 
and exits. More than that, 
halls can be spaces that 
are considered rooms in 
their own right. 

It may not be the first 
place you consider when 
you are decorating or re- 
modeling, but the en- 
trance hall carries an 
enormous amount of 
weight in your home's first 
impression. The hall is no 
longer a mere vestibule or 
passageway, but a prelude 
to what follows. 

Set foot in your en- 
trance hall. How does it 
feel? Welcoming or dis- 
turbing? Consider the 
warmth and beauty of a 
solid hardwood floor. It 
won't fight you or require 
you to accommodate to 
the depth of pile or the 



slick of tile. More over, a 
hardwood floor is easy to 
maintain and impervious 
to traffic. 

Patterns from random 
planks to rich parquet and 
natural variations in finish 
offer alluring choices for 
setting the tone of deco- 
ration. Wood floors work 
well with all colors. You 
may be conservative and 
pahit the walls of the en- 
trance hall and its arteries 
a warm "Linen White," 
letting rooms that open 
off it become, so to speak, 
the jewels on the neck- 
lace. 

Collections of things 
you or your family like are 
expressions of personality 
that can be put forth in a 
hall on an antique buffet 
or on built-in shelves. 
For those of us who 
can't afford antiques, 
much less upkeep on our 
houses, there is renewed 
hope in new furniture 
widi a built-in past. These 
furnishings are made of 
solid U.S. hardwoods, 
such as ash, birch, cherry, 
hickory, maple, oak, and 
walnut, and carry with 
them hints of history and 
romance that seem at 
home in a tastefully deco- 
rated hallway. 

Because people will be 
passing through the hall, 
as they would a collection 
in an art gallery or mu- 
seum, this is also a good 
place for framed memen- 
tos and photographs. 

With an open house 
plan that makes no al- 
lowance for an entrance 
hall, you may have to cre- 



ate your own. A free- 
standing solid hardwood 
room-divider, once con- 
sidered avante-garde, can 
be built to separate living 
room from entrance vdth- 
out sacrificing easy access. 
Each side can serve a pur- 
pose: Install a TV with 
VCR on the side facing a 
seating group in the living 
room, and on the other 
side a music system with 
speaker controls for the 
entire house. 

Music can be most ef- 
fectively amplified from a 
source in an entrance hail. 
There Is nothing better to 
put visitors at ease. Once 
the source is Installed, 
satellite speakers can be 
tied into other rooms. You 
might also consider con- 
verting a coat closet into a 
music center with storage 
shelves for compact discs 
and vintage records and 
tapes. In that case, you 
will need a stand-in closet 
like a solid hardwood ar- 
moire for coats, hats, bags 
and umbrellas. 

Are you missing a li- 
brary in your home? Why 
not instadl solid hardwood 
shelves in the entrance 
hall for books the whole 
family can enjoy? Carpen- 
tered bookshelves can be 
fitted floor-to-ceiling on a 
major wall (double-depth 
if you have lots of books to 
store). Or, you can have 
bookshelves built in the 
level of a dado, three to 
four feet from the floor, 
with a shelf that holds 
mail, keys, handbags and 
wallets.

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Dishwasher placement: above and beyond traditional 



Have you noticed? 
Traditional rules of appli- 
ance placement are giving 
way to new ideas. Gone 
are the days when the 
family dishwasher, range 
and refrigerator had to be 
lined up in military fash- 
ion against the kitchen 
wall. According to kitchen 
design experts dishwash- 
ers don't have to be lo- 
cated under a counter or 
even right next to the sink 
anymore. Thoughtful 
placement can create a 
more efficient kitchen for 
all who use it 

For example, consider 
angling the dishwasher 
toward the sink for ease of 
reaching between the two, 
separating them with a 
corner spacer panel. This 
helps make cabinet stor- 
age accessible while the 
dishwasher door is open. 

For the two -cook fam- 
ily that likes to entertain 
try doubling up on dish- 



washers. This makes great 
sense if one is in the food 
preparation area and the 
other across the Idtchen In 
the serving zone. 

You might install the 
second dishwasher on the 
back of a peninsula with 
adjacent dish storage. 
Since today's dishwashers 
don't require pre-rinsed 
dishes and can be 
plumbed direcdy into the 
waste line, they can be 
separated ftom the sink 
area and placed closer to 
the dining area so dishes 
can be loaded direcdy 
from the table. 

Raising the dish- 
washer six to 18 Inches off 
the ground is an idea that 
is gaining in popularity, 
greatly easing loading and 
unloading. Since the 
dishwasher occupies the 
space of a standard 24- 
inch-wide cabinet, it is 
relatively simple to plan 
for an elevated dish- 
washer. Wide pull-out 



drawers above and below 
can store items ranging 
from flat cookie sheete 
and pi2za pans to larger 
pots. There may even be 
enough room to install a 
toe-kick step stool to give 
a boost to overhead stor- 
age. 

Another new Idea is to 
install the dishwasher in a 
corner oven cabinet six to 
eight inches off the floor, 
with a microwave on top 
and dish storage adjacent 
to it 

Remember. It's not 
wise to elevate a dish- 
washer more than 18 
Inches off the ground. 
And if you're installing a 
raised dishwasher adja- 
cent to the sink, try to 
leave 18 inches of counter 
space between the sink 
and the dishwasher— you 
need elbow room to work 
at the sink, as well as a 
place to set the dishes 
when unloading the 
dishwasher.

'How much will my house cost?' 



by RICHARD PREVES 

The most frequently 
asked question when 
searching for a home is 
"What is the cost of home 
construction?" 

A response can be 
"How much does a car 
cost? Do you want a Rolls 
Royce, Cadillac, Chevrolet 
or Yugo?" 

Just as cars have a wide 
spread of styles, quality 
and features, so do 
homes. Beware of 
generalized per square 
foot costs, unless you can 
see what is included. After 
this is mentioned, 
persistent people still 
demand an answer. 

First, the cost per 
square foot is to be used 
for new construction of 
entire houses only. 
Kitchens, bathrooms and 
rooms with expensive 
finishes can cost three to 
four times per square foot 
more than a bedroom 
space. 

A new house has a bal- 



ance of expensive and m- 
expensive rooms to aver- 
age out into consistent 
costs per square foot. Be- 
cause the level of finishes 
arc usually consistent 
throughout a new house, 
costs between differing 
levels of construction are 
relatively stable, such as 
comparing cars. 

Additions and re- 
modeling are entirely dif- 
ferent. For instance, an 
addition consisting of a 
large kitchen or a splashy 
master bath will skew the 
cost per square foot, be- 
yond comparison. 

Other conditions can 
also effect the price of a 
remodeling or addition. 
Additional electrical ser- 
vice, or replacing existing 
plumbing with larger pipe 
sizes will also cause the 
square foot cost to soar. 

The best way to deter- 
mine the cost of construc- 
tion is to talk with an ar- 
chitect or contractor. 

To expedite their re- 



sponse, have a written 
program of what your 
goals are for your project. 
Try and be as specific as 
possible describing the 
size of each room desired, 
including the types of fin- 
ishes and equipment you 
desire. 

An example for a new 
master bath are plumbing 
fixtures; average or ex- 
pensive, floor and wall 
surfaces; ceramic tile or 
marble, and so forth. With 
these specifics, building 
professionals can more 
readily help you deter- 
mine a price range up 
front. 

If you have reached 
this point, and still are 
thinking that given the 
above discussion, there 
still has to be some mid- 
dle-of the road answer, 
there isn't!

100 percent accu- 
rate. Previously, veterinar- 
ians diagnosed the dis- 
ease by looking for baby 
heartworms (mlcroGlaiia) 
in a filtered blood sample. 

Dr. Rubin said that if 
the test is negative and 
your dog does not have 
heartworm, the veterinar- 



ian vvlU prescribe either a 
dally or monthly preven- 
tative treatment program.

"Lake County orficials have been in 
conlacl wilh us and lu^c working with us," 
said Shincllug. "With cost cITcctivcncss 
and growth in mind, the North Shore 
option is not a viable one." 

On the other hand, Lindcnhur.si 
Village Aliorncy Paul Phillips outlined 
why his village board and the Lindcnhursi 
Sanitary DisU'ici believes the North Shore 
Plan is the best for its residents. 

"The North Shore plan is the best 
long term plan lor the area," Phillips told 
the board. "Their plan would be the most 
cost cITcciivc plan lor the taxpayers of 
Lindcnhursi," 

Phillips added that the tiixpaycrs of 
Lindcnluirst, in accordance with NlPCs 
1988 plan, have paiil some S2 million to 
prepare for the LSD plant's expansion to 
3 million gallons of sewage per day, up 
from its present 500,000 gallons per day. 

The Lake County Public Works 
Department plan, presented by County 
Board Chairman Robert Dcpkc, calls for 
the availability of sewer service to keep 
tenant companies like Abbott 
Laboratories in Lake County. 

"We were able to retain Abbott by 
being able to provide them sewer .service," 
said Depkc. "During the negotiations with 



Abbott, the North Shore Sanitary District 
told the County Board thai they were not 
interested in expanding west of the 
Inierstaic. Their rea.sons for getting 
involved now arc just to give the board 
problems and hciirtachcs." 

Dcpkc added that North Shore owes 
the County .some S6 million for some 
past service to their Gurnce plant and dial 
NIPC Trustee James Swarthoui, who is 
al.so a member of the Norili Shore's board, 
is "unfairly" giving North Shore the edge 
in the hearing and decision process. 

"1 request that Mr. Swarthoui back 
away and leave the table as a member of 
this board during this hearing," Depke 
lold the boartl during his opening remarks 
ai die meeting. 

Swarthoui didn't leave the table and 
continued lo ask Dcpkc and his panel of 
experts tough questions of the County's 
plans before North Shore gave its 
lestimony. 

North Shore Sanitary District 
prcscntor Brian Jensen, who is diespcciid 
projects manager for the NSSD, lold the 
NIPC committee that their plan is not 
politically motivated, as the courtly 
charges, rather it is motivated by the 
principle to provide the bcsl possible 
solution for die environment and ihc cost. 

Jen.sen added thai ihe expanded Gumce 
plant would be manned 24-hours a day, 
365 days a year, unlike the county's plant 
ifcon.su-uctcd.

Legend has it that while playing in a 
soccer game at Rugby School in 1823, 
English lad William Webb Ellis picked up 
the ball and took off running. Webb's new 
game — rugby — has been evolving ever 
since. 

On a much less legendary scale, I first 
picked up a rugby ball for Indiana Univer- 
sity in 1976. In my case, however, I bent 
over to pick up the ball, stumbled and 
kicked it But I, too, evolved. I became a 
pretty fair country player and stuck with 
the game for 12 years, playing with sev- 
eral different clubs. 

Last Samrday, after a five-year hiatus 
from the game, I again picked up a ball 
for the Lake County Rugby Football 
Club. This time it was de-evolution. 
There comes a time in your life when 
have to realize you're no longer a kid. Un- 
fortunately for me, that time came 20 
years ago and the realization has yet to 
hit 

I am now officially an "old boy" — a 
term used affectionately — or perhaps de- 
risively — to describe players past their 
prime. 

I was lucky enough to get a B-side 
match with the local club, which is short 
on numbers but long on enthusiasm. 
Players at the top of their form are named 
to the A-side. The B-side is usually com- 
prised of young, inexperienced players, old 
boys and other rugby vagabonds and mis- 
creants. Large, established clubs may have 
C and D sides. 

While rugby is an established profes- 
sional and amateur sport in most countries 
ever touched by the United Kingdom, the 
game often provides life after football in 
the U.S. I got into rugby after a rather 
lackluster two seasons of college fooibali. 
Irealized any football future I had was 
with the likes of the Youngstown Wing

One of the most attractive aspects of 
rugby for ex-gridders is that everybody has 
the opportunity to run with, pass and kick 
the bdl — and occasionaJly kick some 
butt Of course, you have to do those 
things at the appropriate times, and that 
comes with experience. ' 

Although the rules and nuances take 
some lime to learn, the mdn objective of 
the game is to carry the ball into the goal 
area or kick it through the uprights. 

A score on the ground is called a "try" 
and now counts for five points. There's no 
"breaking the plane" in rugby — you 
must purposefully put the ball to the 
ground. After a try, a two-point conver- 
sion-kick attempt is awarded. 

Three points are awarded for kicks 
through the uprights. These kicks can be 
awarded via penalties or they can be drop 
kicks on the run. 

Each side is made up of 15 players — 
eight forwards (the pack) and seven backs. 
Halves usually last 40 to 45 minutes with 
no timeouts. There are no substitutions 
(except when an injury forces a player to 
retire firom the game). There are no pads 
(shudder), and there's no blocking (please). 
The upper hand is gained by the team 
which can maintain conU'ol of the ball and 
maximize its scoring opportunities. 

A well-played rugby match is a free- 
flowing exchange of runs, passes, kicks 
and hard-but-clean tackling. The main 
stoppages occur after minor rules viola- 
tions (like passing the ball forward), and 
when the ball goes over the touch line 
(out of bounds). 

The chief duty of the forwards is to 
gain conut)l of the ball so their backs can 
utilize their speed without ruining their 
haircuts.

Lake County ruggers establishing tradition

Some longtime rugby buddies are try- 
ing to sow their sport and reap a winning 
tradition in Lake County. 

The Lake County Rugby Football 
Club (LCRFC) will fmishcd its spring- 
schedule with a home match SaUirday at 
Malcc Park in Waukcgan and an away 
match against Oconomowoc (Wis.) Satur- 
day, May 22. 

The principals in establishing the club 
were Dave Walsh, Tim Zidek, Mike 
Jcrikian and Ncal Henderson. Walsh 
(Green Bay), Zidek (Stevens Point) and 
Jcrikian (Racine) had played a lot of rugby 
in Wisconsin, but they were looking for a 
club in the immediate area. In 1991. they 
established the LCRFC. 

"It was Mike's idea," sdd Walsh, the 
current LCRFC president "He was tired 
of traveling to Racine to play. He got 
ahold of me and Tim and asked us if we 
were interested in starting a club." 
''^ ^ They figured this county was an un- 
tapped source of rugby talent, which 
comes in all shapes and sizes. So far, the 
biggest barrier has been commitment — 
rugby often takes a back seat to jobs and 
families. 

^\^' We're playing for fun — rugby does- 
n't pay the bills," Walsh said. 
- The club docs have, however, some 
solid support from Waukcgan High 
School and the North Chicago Veterans of 
Foreign Wars post.
